Wealthy Educated lat City Expense. 

In, referring to, the City College and 
Hunter College, items, Mr. Doyle said 
there was no particular reason why the 
city should bear the burden of their 
maintenénce. He thought these insti- 
tutions should be conducted as private 
institutions ‘because it was not incum- 
bent upon the city to provide a college ; 
education for. a ‘small group of young 
men. and young women ‘unless it. was 
prepared to. extend sfmilar educational 
accommodations to all its youth. 

Furthermore, Mr. Doyle said, the me- 
jority of the young people’ who were 
pursuing their studtes, ‘particularly at 
City College,. were fully able to pay, for 
their education and should not expect 
the city’ to provide ‘for “them. Many 
students: of City. CoHege: were sons of 
wealthy~ men. They arrived at the col- 
lege in -ltmousines and could be ‘seen 
walking Nhe campus wearing the most 
expensive ‘fur’ overcoats: 

‘ City ‘College had progressed to a point 
where ‘it’ no longer’ was an ‘institution 
for the poor, for. whose education it was 
originally intended. It was not the pro- 
poégal; “said Mr. Doyle, that - the city 
should: withdraw support from poor but 
deserving ‘students; the city could ap- 
| propriate $500,000’ yearly, to be distrib- 
uted as scholarships. But, ébviously, it 
was impossible for the city to furnish 
‘free’ tuition: to all college aspirants and; 
therefore, Jt. should ‘not. undertake to 
furnish a free education to any particu- 
}lar group. 

City. College and Hunter College stu- 
dents are not the’ Tonly ones who would 
be. affected- by. the proposed plan of: re- 
trenchmént. Reductions, are proposed 
all along: the line of municipal offices, 
‘and; hundreds .of: secretaries and theli 
assistants would find themselves out of 
employment’ if ‘the suggestions were 
adopted. x

From Mrs. Hinton’s guarded state- 
ments as. fo the contents of the letters, 
hewever, it is understood that the hard- 
ships which the men underwent during 
the four days they were lost in the 
woods, ,before Teaching Moose Factory, 
left them in such weakened and exhaus- 
ted condition from cold and hunger that} 
the delay of several days before stait- 
ing back to Mattice by dog sled was 
necessary~to permit recovery, ahd the 
hands: of at least.-one member of the

The letter, according ‘to Mrs. Minton, 
gives a complete story of the trip and 
the hardsHips encounteréd,/and indicates 
“that ‘Lieutenant Hinton withstood these 
hardships better than: dd is compan- 
jons..

As 
a result the argument sways back and 
forth, now Mattice and now Clute fa- 
vored as the point where they will reach 
the railhead. Even when the obscurity 
which arises from conflicting opinions

The existence of the professional 
bondsman in a new guise as guarantee- 
ing. indemnity to a surety company 
which issues a bail bond and the fact 
that the companies exercise” no super- 
vision over, their agents or the nature 
of ollatera: pledged with the men who 
“put up indemnity was shown yesterday 
in the John Doe inquiry into the bail 
bond system being held by Magistrate 
George W. Simpson to determine if 
stolen goods are pledged to secure bail. 

Louis Espresso, an .agent for the Fi- 
delity and Casualty Company, ‘said that 
one man, Hyman Albert, had guaran- 
teed indemnity to°the company at least 
thirty-five times in the. last stven or 
eight months on bonds written’ by Es- 
presso, and that in the last three ycars 
Albert had served in this capacity on 
more than one hundred bonds furnished 
by the company. He served on bonds 
written by Joseph Topper before Topper 
was forced; to give up his power of at- 
torney and -hire men who -were not ob- 
jectionable to the company. 

The general agents of the company, 
Hughes & Bates, 90 William Street, had 
told Bspresso to ‘‘ be careful’’ in his 
dealings with Albert, but had placed no 
other restriction on him. The agents 
also instructed’ him six months ago, not 
to write bonds for second offenders, he 
said, but it was shown that as late as 
Dec. 13. 1920, Espresso had written 
bonds. of $5,000 each for men indicted 
as second offenders for burglary, al- 
‘though he knew that they’ had been 
bailed befgre by his company. 


Has Many Agents. 


Egpresso is a partner. in the firm of 
Espresso & -O’Leary of 366 Broad 
way, and formerly worked for Topper. 
Morris Lang represents Fepreeso in., the 
Jefferson Market Court,’ Jacob Green- 
span f the Bronx Court, Jacob Wolf. 
in the West 
Kisenstefn in the Essex Market Court. 
None of these men received any money 
from Espresso’s. fir but depend on 
payments from defendants. They turn 
in 2% per cent. of the value of a bond 
to Espresso & O’Leary, who in turn 
give 2 per cent. ofthe bond to Hughes 
r& Bates. 

The instructions given to these men 

by Espresso, on orders from the com- 
pany’s general agents, were not to write 
bonds in cases of robbery, impairing 
the morals of children or, for pickpock- 
ets or second offenders. 
»'If a bond is written and it is learned 
that the defendant has a criminal rec- 
ord no steps are taken to\cancel it as a 
rule, especially ‘‘if the decurity is all 
right.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney McQuaid 
Vasked the witness about Harry Gottes- 
man, Sam Feldman and. Joe Goodman, 
arrested after breaking into the offices 
of the Painters’ and Paper Hangers’ 
Union, on Third Avenue, last Fall, who 
pleaded guilty to burglary after their 
bai! had been raised from $3,500 to 
$5,000.

Penrose, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, who two days ago expressed. op- 
position to the Fordney Emergency 
Tariff bill, agserting that he favored 
revision of the tariff ira scientific way, 
announted today that he would support 
the measure and exert his influence to 
effect its speedy passage in the Senate 
with slight modifications in some of the 
schedules, 

This announcement came ‘a5: @ oufprige 
to those Republicans who*had, counted 
upon the Pennsylvania Sengtagr to stand 
uncompromisingly against -a tariff bill 
aimed to, bénefit the farmers ‘alone and | 
ofe which, 1n their opifiion, wodld 
cause other nations to adopt retaliatory 
measures. Mr. Penrosé, after confer- 
ring with his committee, found that 
nearly all. his Republican colleagues 
were committed to ‘the Emergency 
Tariff bill. If he continued his opposi-- 
‘tion he saw- that he would be in the 
position of opposing a asi measure 
and charged with representing the man- 
ufacturers of the East as opposed to the 


Southwest. 

"TT desire tovcorrect a misunderstand- 
ing which seéms to have got abroad 
concerning the status of the so- -called 
Emergency Tariff bill,"” Mr. Penrose 
said today. ‘‘ There is really no dif- 
ference of opinion among Republicans 
upon thig measure.

Néw York Lawyers Favor Inquiry 
by Lockwood Committee. 


Ata reception given last night by’ the 
members of the New York County Law- 
yers Association to the newly, elected

Out a Side Door. ° 


BOSTON, Jan.“6.—C€alvin Coolidge was 
a plain citizen tonight for the first time 
in years. As such he went to the fam- 
ily fireside at Northampton for a rest 
from the affairs_of State before going 
to the National Capital in March as 
Vice President. 

The transition from Governor fo ordi- 
nary citizen was accomplished simply. 
In an informal proceeding. that had 
much ceremonial ‘to it, notwithstanding 
its simplicity, the retiring Governor 
handed to Channing H. Cox, his suc- 
cessor, the ponderous key of the Execu- 
tive Chamber, the Butler Bible and_the 
arrowhead and flint that signify the 
duty of keeping faith with the State’s 
vanishing Indian charges. Then he took 
his hat, and without official escort left 
the Executive Chamber by a side door, 
while in the main entry the inaugural 
procession of Governor Cox began to 
form. 

Citizen Coolidge found a group of 
‘friends awaiting him below and with 
them he walked out of the State House

PENROSE THE HUMORIST. 

If humor may be defined as saying 
the unexpected and incongruous, Sen- 
ator PeNrose must be classed among 
our:.leading humorists. After con- 
temptuous references to the pending 
‘' bopsun ” Tariff bill, he gravely an- 
fiounces his support of it. There must 
have. been a twinkle in his’ ¢ye, ‘-how- 
ever, when he added that the rates 
ought to bé ‘ modified ” BY the SéH-

** ifications.” The merry jest consists 
in thus incidentally pointing out the 
way to kill the bill, even without a 
Presidential veto.

A CASE FOR ACTION. 
, It is evident that limitation of naval 
armaments is not going to have 
smooth sailing. The great Powers 
profess 4 desire to halt of curtail con- 
struction and to cut down the cost 
of maintenance, but no plan yet pre- 
serited has: met with favor. Every 
proposal is hailed as a step in the 
right direction, but each nation con- 
cernéd is slow to coffimit itself. The 
discussion is confined to those not in 
authority. Senator Boran’s resolu- 
tion calling for an igreement by 


construction by one-half dutitig. the 
next five years has a good deal of 
support in the United States; but, 
judging from the objections advanced 
by ARCHIBALD Hupp, the British naval 
specialist, the Admiralty is cool to« 
ward it. Mr. Hurp is often ‘ th- 
spired ” by Whitehall—that is to say, 
he reflects its views. In this in- 
stance he contends that ‘‘ a naval hol- 
iday extending over five Yyears’’ 
would be equivalent ‘‘ to the death 
knéll of the British fleet."". Hé seems 
to have in mind the Borah resolution, 
which does not propose more than a 
naval half ‘‘ holiday.” 

Mr. Hurp, thinking of the abandon- 
ment of big ship construction by Great 
Britain since the armistice, sees her 
fdockyards shut up, except for re- 
pairs, and her gun-making, armor- 
plate and torpedo plants neglected. 
** At the end of five years,’”” he says, 
*‘we should not be in a position to 
‘* build either battleships, battle crui- 
‘gers or light cruisers * * * and 
‘*we might awake at the end of the 
‘holiday to discover we stiil needed 
‘\a@ navy, but that we had bartered 
** away the capacity for creating one.’’ 
On the other hand, the United States 
and Japan, he observes, would not be 
greatly handicapped. It is true that 
if the United States and Japan halved 
their authorized construction they 
could still go on building capital ships. 
Mr. Hurp does not tefer directly to the 
Borah resolution, and he assumes that 
‘* a naval holiday extending cover five 
years ’’ has beén proposed. He has 
nothing to say about the fact that 
Great Bri can afford to give up 
capital ship building for the present 
and still be strong on the sea. But 
he is haunted by the fear that if Great 
Britain does not enter upon a new 
program of construction the United 
States will soon take the trident away 
from her. In one of his recent articles 
he quoted the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty as saying that the present 
Government would firmly adhere to 
the traditional policy that ‘‘our navy 
** should not be inferior in strength to 
** the navy of other Powers.’’ “Would 
it not be fair*to conclude that Great 
Britain reserves the right to start con- 
struction again of units that promised 
to strengthen the navy, and to con- 
Jecture that her inventors may even 
now be at work upon a sensation like 
the dreadnought of 1906?

THE GOVERNOR AS INVESTIGATOR 

There is a wealth of means and 
methds in existence or incybation for 
investigating the highly investigable 
affairs of this city, Former Governor 
WHITMAN, an ‘accomplished and ex- 
perienced ifquirer, has*begun an dn- 
vestigation With the assistance of the 
Additional Grand Jury, A resolution 
has been ihtroduced inte the Legisla- 
ture retonstittiting the Lockwood com- 
mittee, giving it ‘much wider powers, 
Authorizing it.to investigate and re- 
port upon the management of banks, 
trust companies, insurahee companies, 
and what not throughout thé State, as 


_| well aS pon housing, in fegard to 


which Mf. UNTERMYER has made 
such important discoveries, . That 
alone is work complicated and great 
enough even for @ man of his extraor- 
dinary quickness Of perception) and 
mastery of facts. It is to be hoped 
that this multiplicity of organs will 
not breed confusion, and that, in 
seeking to do too much, the Lockwood 
committee will not run the danger of 
skimping its work. 

Meanwhile, Governor,’ MILLER has 
proposed a practicable check on 
seeming ‘‘ grave defects of local or- 
ganization and administration.” The 
increase of crime, and notably of 
violent crime, ahd the immunity from 
detection which so many criminals 
enjoy, thake the Governor ask whether 
there are not ‘‘ grave defects in the 
‘‘ administration of the criminal law 
‘‘ and the enforcement of law by péace 
‘** officers\” Under the Moreland act 
the Governor or his appointees for thé 
purpose aré alithorized ‘‘ to examine 
‘* and investigate the management and 
‘‘ affairs of any department, board, 
‘** bureau or commission of the State,” 
They can! summoh and compel thé at- 
tendance of witnesses, examine them 
under oath, have brought before them 
any relevant or material books or 
papers, The Governor recommends 
the Legislature to amend this act so 
that his power of examination and 
investigation may cover ‘‘ all cotinty 
‘* and municipal officers and depart- 
** ments,” 

As Governor MILLER says, the Exec- 
utive ‘‘ has a responsibility in these 
matters which he cannot escape,” and 
1e ‘‘ should be clothed with power to 
‘* investigate, without the necessity of 
‘‘ having charges preferred.” The 
Moreland..act provides that the com- 
pensation of any person appointed by 
the Governer to.investigate who is not 
in the service of the State shall be 
fixed by the Governor and paid, with 
all necessary expenses, out of the 
Treasury. An investigation ordered 
by the Gevernor would be free from 
those easy methods of spending that 
have been a scandal in the case of so 
many legislative committees. . Inves- 
tigators selected by him and respon- 
sible to him, ahd possessing ample 
powers, would be in a better position 
to get the facts than a legislative com- 
mittee too oftefi influenced by par- 
tisati motives or personal ambitions, 
and almost sure to contain some un- 
ruly members who seek to cloud the 
issue and don't want the truth if it 
reflects upon their party. 

Some patriots at Albany pretend to 
be frightened by the Governor’s rec- 
ommendation. Governor MitLuLeR is 
all right, of course, but some future 
Governor might make a’ bad use of 
this new power. This is mere pre- 
tense and evasion. Let some future 
Governor misuse this power. What 
we want is increased responsibility of 
the Governor. If he,abuses his power, 
everybody will know who is to blame. 
If there are grave defects of admin- 
istration in counties and municipali- 
ties, let them be investigated respon- 
sibly. The Legislature should not 
grudge to the Governor a power so 
hecessary for the inspéction and rem- 
edy of inefficient or corrupt admin- 
istration by county and municipal of- 
ficers and departments. For the use 
or misuse of it he can be held to ac- 
count freely and inexorably. He will 
have, as he should have, an undivided 
responsibility. / 








THE LEAGUE’S WILL TO LIVE. 

A little vague and with an air of 
being somewhat premature is the 
Paris dispatch intimating that the 
League of Natiqns may send an 
‘‘envoy ” to Mr. Harpina soon after 
his inauguration. In ‘fact, it may 
turn out that the envoy, will be sent 
from him to jt. The need of estab- 
lishing some kind of libisén between 
the League and the incoming Admin- 
istration is confessed. Bach will wish 
to know what the other intends to do. 
Will the League agree to changes in 
the Covenant of a sort to make it ac- 
ceptable to the Republican Adminis- 
tration? Will that Administration 
then undertake ‘to co-operate with the 
League? The answer to such ques- 
tions will obviously | require an inter- 
meédiary. Tactically, it might be better 


that he bBhould go from oux Govern-, 


ment.to the League, than in the re- 
verse direction. Certain high might- 
inesses and high totichinesses in the 
Senate have to be considered in so 
delicate a negotiation. 

The chief significance of the report 
from Paris is in giving one more in- 
dication that the League means to 
live, It will not commit, suicide on a 
gracious hint from Washington. This 
determination has; been expressed 
more emphatically than ever since the

Among the ‘things whith only the 
League cai carty out is a trpe world 
court, Buch a8 is now ofi the eve of 
being , constituted, Some gehtlémen 
talk glibly about a ‘‘ judicial '’ as op- 
posed to what they call the présent 
‘* political ’’ League, But they over: 
look the fact that, as Mr. Root has 
publicly stated, the setting up of a 
real international judicial tribunal has 
been made possible only through thé 
League. The court can't kick dowf 
the ladder by which it climbed to ita 
bench. Another thing which the 
events of the day are showing can bé 
accompljshed only by: means of thé 
League is disattmament all around. 
No.ohe is moré heartily for it than 
Lioyp Ggorer, yet-his considered po+ 
sition is: ‘' Before disarmament is 
** possible, all the nations must be 
‘there. Nations cannot take the risk 
‘* until they know that other nations 
‘are dolfig the same thing. We can 
‘' do it all together.” 

These facts ate a part of the firm 
folindation on which the League has 
beeh efected. Why should Mr. Har« 
DING listen to those who assure him 
that he can run up over night a 
jerry-built stfucture that will bé 
better? 2 

THE LAST CASES. 
‘Contributions afe still coming fof 
the Neédiest Cases, but are hot yet 
sufficient to care for the last on the 
list. As the ledger stood on the latest 
footing up, it showed as the total of 
gifts $105,930; while the total needed 
is $109,846. This debit balance of 
$3,908 ought not to be hard to cover. 
But the -emphasis should not be so 
much on the smallness of the amount 
of money still lacking as on the great- 
ness of the need. The last sifted and 
meritorious and urgent cases remain 
without relief. THr Times does not 
believe that its readers will let thesé 
womeh and children go unprovided 
for. 














AN UNFULFILLED OBLIGATION. 

A dispatch from Washington brings 
the information that the State Depart- 
ment is making its own investigation 
inte the French charges that Ger» 
many is not living up to the Treaty, 
and that ‘‘ there is warrant for the 
‘‘assertion that this Government 
“would” take positive action if 
‘‘France should proceed unjustly 
‘‘ against Germany.’’ Everybody dis- 
approves of persons who act unjustly, 
and it is quite proper for the State 
Departmént to try to find ott who is 
just and who is unjust in the various 
differences between France and Ger- 
many. But talk of ‘* positive action ”’ 
against France is unfortunate; even if 
it has no particular meaning. 

There is little reason to suppose that 
it has any particular meaning in this 
case. France does not seem to be pro-/ 
ceeding unjustly against Germany. 
She has lately had an opportunity to 
proceed against Gérmany justly, at 
least so far as the letter of the law is 
concerned, and she has passed over 
that opportunity. The Germans are 
technically liable to punishment for 
failing to keep the Spa agreement, but 
the French are satisfied that they are 
trying to ‘keep it and will not coerce 
them. Nor is it easy to see what sort 
of ‘‘ positive action ’’ any’ American 


.Goverhment would take if France did 


go on further into Germany. Last 
Spring the Belgians joined the French 
in the temporary occupation of Frar{k- 
fort; the British and American troops 
on thé Rhine simply stood ty without 
taking sides. That is what might be 
expected to happen on any future odc- 
casion of that sort. 

But in any case we ought to be sure 
of our own sinlessness beforé we be- 
gin to throw stones. The League of 
Nations offers guarantees of peace 
which were intended to replace, to a 
considerable “extent, the reliance of 
individual nations on atmed force. 
America has not joined it. Demangs 
for strategic annexations which were 
widely supported in France’ were 
abandoned by the French delegates to 
the Peace Conference. They were 
probably unwise demands;. they would 
perhaps have perpetuated rather than’ 
removed some elements of it#erna- 
tional friction. But Frenchmen who 
had seen their country twice desolated 
by German invasions quite naturally 
wanted a frontter which would make 
such invasions less likély in thd 
future, 

_ They gave up 4 Garnand which many 
Frenchmen regarded as essential to 
French safety in exchange fora 
promise that ..merica and England 
would come to their ald in case Ger- 


agreement,~ which the President} 
brought back from the. Peace Confer- 
ehiee,- has never been fatified, We 

Uidertbok to pay a pride for the 
abandonment of the French claith to 
the Rhine frontier, and we have failed 
to pay it, If Américahs talk’ of 
| France's proceeding unjustly against 
Gefmahy, Frenchinen may well retort 
that our falluke té live up te thia uns 
derstanding was ah unjust procedure 
against France. 


REMARKS FROM MR. LENIN, 

The “ liberals ” make-a great deal of 
thé unfeliability of hews from Russia. 
Much 6f it is unreliable becausé of So- 
viet authorship or celisorship, but When 
it appears in The Call ote may infer 
that it is not inspired by -hostility to 
the Bolshevist Governmént, The fe 
‘port of a recent speech of Lenin be- 
tore a conference of: Communists, as 
published in The Call, can hardly be 
rewarded as a capitalist forgery; its 
evidence is, accordingly, of some inter 
est, as it bears-on present opinicns in, 
Moscow, 

All American libérals, we feel sure, 
will be pained by L&NIN’s designation 
of Mr, WasHINGTON D. VANDsRLIP and 
his asSoclates as ‘‘ a group of Ameri- 
can capitalist sharks.’’ The efterpris- 
ing géhntleman who brought back this 
promise of billiois i8 called by LENIN 
@ multi-millionaire, which susgésts 
that Moscow has not yet got its Van- 
derlips straighténed out; but the 
thing Which seems to interest LENIN 
mo3st Is the fury roused by the negotia- 
tions armong the Japatiese, He speaks 
of ‘the nécessity of utilizing this 
rivalry " of capitalist States in the in+ 
terest of Russia. From Mr. VANDER- 
Lip’s statements in London afd here 
it sé@med probable that the effect on 
Japan was what most interested him. 
Now, obviously, the value of any trade 
agreement with Russia, from the pure- 
ly economic point ‘of view, is not the 
same as. the value of that agreemeht 
regarded as a method of annoying the 
Japanese. Among the supporters of 
this grandiose scheme, there are a 
goed many whose motive seems quite 
as plausibly to be hostility to Japan as 
any hope of great acquisitions or any 
chatitable feeling toward suffering 
Russia. 

However, LENIN séés further in the 
willingness of foreigh Powers to oper 
trade relations with Russia, ‘' know- 
‘‘ing full well that they are thus 
‘‘ strengthening us,” a proof of ‘‘ the 
‘* material and moral victory of the So- 
‘* viet Republic over world capitalism.” 
LENIN disagrees with JoHN Sparco, 
who sees in this necessity for dealing 
with the outside world the failure of 
communism in Russia. It shows, Says 
Lénin, the triumph of our Communist 
‘State against a capitaliat world, 

Whether this be true or not, it is in 
equal disagreement with the arggiment 
of American and British liberals who 
sympathize with the  Bolsheviki, 
+ though professifig to disapprove of the 


the Bolsheviki to trade with Western 
Powers as indicating the abandonment 
of Communist principles, a readiness 
to let Bolshevist Russia take her place 
in the community of nations and meet 
the rest of the world- on its own 
ground. Not at all, says Mr. LENIN. 
‘‘ Hads:we promised or dreamed of 
‘* transforming the whole world with 
‘* the forces of Russia alohe, our con- 
‘‘ eessions might be used as proof of 


‘‘ were never so mad as that. We al- 
‘‘ways said that our revolutign will 
‘* triumph when it will be supported 
‘“by workers of al) countries.”” It is 
coming, he promises, even /f. it has 
been delayed. 

In other words, having stripped Rus- 
sia bare, being unable by Communist 
enterprise to produce anything that 
Russia needs, let us ®open up trade 
with capitalist States, drain them of 
the goods wé need, and count on be 
coming revolution to make them ail 
Bolshevist. It is an entirely 16fical 
program, from the point of view of 
Lenrn and: those, in. foreign countries 
whe agree with h{m; but it is hard to 
see whete the Americans Who sup- 
port trade with Russia for budiness 
reasons are going to get muclf out 
of it.

HYLAN HEADS RELIEF DRIVE. 


Hoover Explains to Officials sedasas 
for Aiding Children in Europe. - 


Hylan’s heads of departments yester- 
day the need for New York City to- raise 
its quota of $3,500,000 to save the lives 
of 350,000 destitute children in Europe. 
‘Mayor Hylan agreed to. take the ohair-/ 
manship of the City Municipal Commit- 
tee, with his heads of departments_ as 
vice chairmen.~The committee is ex- 
pected to be thoroughly orgafilzed and 
the drive under way within a few‘days. 

Commissioner Bird S. Coler of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare,: said if 
there was to be a drive to aid the 
children of Europe, about $1,000,000 of 


institutions caring for children. Some 
of the city’s own institutions caring for 
children were on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. Catholic and Jewish institu- 
tions were in fairly good shape, he said, 
but other Protestant institutions were 


not so prosperolis. Asked if the children 
of. these institutions were undernourish- 
ed, Commissioner’ Coler replied: 

“ No, that isn’t the point. What I 
wanted to impress upon the gathering 
was that many of our institutions for 
children are very badly in need of 
money. . 

“The New York Nursery’ and 
Children’s Hospital, for instance,” he 
said, *‘is $124,000 behind and I have a 
list ‘of other institutions equaily . as 
worthy which must be -helped right 
away if they are to continue.”’ 

Mr. Hoover replied that charity be- 
gins at home and that there was no 
desire to take a penny ffom the citi- 
zens of New York so lon® as a child 
was in want here. He added that if 
children were in want here witn an 
eighteen months’ supply of food in the 
warehouses it was a disgrace to the 
city. He did not agree with Commis- 
sioner Coler’s suggestion that the drive 
for European children be united with a 
drive for city children.

WASHINGTON, Jan.’ 6.—President 
Wilson, it became known today, is wait- 
ing for the right moment in which to 
begin his mediation between the, Arme- 
nians and Turkish Nationalists. It was 
said ina high quarter that immediateiy 
the ‘opportunity presented itself he 
would act. o. 

Henry Morgenthau, whom President 
Wilson selected as his personal repre- 
sentative, has, it was learned, completed 
his study of the information bearing on 
the question furnished him. by the State 
Department and is prepared to move if, 
and when he receives instructions from 
the President. 

It was a matter of doubt today 
whether he would go to Constantinople, 
as it has been distovered that there are 
avenues of approach to the principals 


in the situation which do not absolytely 
necessitate Mr. Morgenthau’s oing 
there. It would require a month for 
him to reach the Turkish capital, leav-4 
ing one month in which President Wil- 
son might have at his disposal the facili- 
ties offered by his high office for prose- 
cuting the work of mediation, 

There appear ede today to be no hope 
that the Governments represented on the 
Council of the -League of Nations would 
expedite their long-delayed compliance 
with President Wilson’s request for.in- 
formation and assurance of their sup- 
port, and he is depending mainly now on 
intelligence obtained for him by the 
State partment.

Then I took four big dye 
concerns, chosen because of the interest 
taken in that industry abroad.< Six 
great electrical concerns came next for 
the reason that they are perhaps the 
most impotant firms in Germahy.. On; 
the coal and iron concerns the whole in- 
dustry ‘of the country of course rests, 
and 1 selected sixteen. of the. most im- 
portant. 

Gomparing prices of these 31 shafes on 
Dec. 31, 1918, with prices on Dec. 31 
last, the average rise was» In the bank 
shares, 65 per cent.; dye company 
shares, 100; electric company shares, 
200; coal and iron shares, 250, 

The rise generally began about the 
middle of 1919 and has contfnued stead- 
ily ever sincé: There are several de- 
scriptions of shares which at the pres- 
ent moment have ten times their. nom- 
inal value. The feature of the year on 
the boerses in Germany has been the 
rush of investing public to buy indus- 
trial shares, There has been a strong 
disposition to hold as little feady cash 
as possible and to buy shares in sound 
concerns. The trustification of most of 
the important industries has greatly 
strengthened the industrial position, and 
that naturally has given the public much 
greater confidence, 

That confidence “is demonstrated by 
the fact that during*the last ‘year; a 
sum between 13,000,000,000 and 14,000,- 
000,000 marks has ‘been invested b the 
public in company shares. Even if that 
sum be reckoned at the-current. rate of 
exchange it breaks all records for Ger- 
many. 

So great has peer the volume of work 
on the exchanges of Germany during 
1920 that they had to close ion a large 
number of days in order to atlow the 
banks, the exchanges and the brokers 
to keep pace with the work: One prom- 
inent broker. informed me the other day 
he knew of ‘no fewer than forty-twocases 
in which speculators on the Berlin ex- 
change alone had risen from being men 
of comparatively small means to the 
proud position of being millionaires.

NDON, Jan. 6.—Sir J. C. Stamp, a 
famous British economist and formerly 
Chief of the, Inland Revenue Service, 
writing in The Times today, suggests a:

He pointed out that Great Britain 
owes the United States £867,000,000°

borrowed from the United States to lend 
to the Allies before America entered the 
war, partly because England was better 
security than the ‘others.

NEW HAVEN MERGER |, 
RUMOR IS REVIVED 


Interstate Commission to Be Asked 
to Permit Pennsylvania to 
Absorb System. 


One of the oldest railroad rumors in 
the financial district is that the Penn- 
sylvania and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford would merge into one sys- 
tem. It has been brought out about 
every two years, dusteg off, circulated 
and propmtly denied by both New 
Haven and Pennsylvanja officials. Yes- 
terday it was revived from a new angle. 

It was said the Interstate Commerce 
Commission would be asked to give spe- 
cial consideration to the proposal that 
the Pennsylvania and New Haven prop- 
erties be merged not aloné as a way to 
solve the New Haven financial situation, 
which ig admittedly thin, but for the 
added strength of the Pennsylvania. 

Of particular interest is the fact that 
when the proposal is made, the plan to 
be presénted will not call for the flota- 
tion of any new securities. It will be 
proposed that the Pennsylvania absorb 
the outlying capital issues of the New 
Haven and exchange on a basis to be 
agreed upon by holders of Pénnsylvania 
securities, none of which would have‘ to 
be offered ‘for sale, as the earning 
power of the combined lines under the 
new schedule of freight rates would be 
more ‘than enough to yield the 6 per 
cent. return on the aggregate value ‘of 
the property involved. 

_Incircles where the new proposal receive® 
approval it was admitted-that an imme- 
diate denial of any Merger between the 
two companies probably would be forth- 
coming, as both companigs had _ their 
hands full now: proving that private 
operation was wiser than Government 
operation. At the same time it was as- 
serted that a definite proposal would bp
